Through all the 
coming week sow liberally of wheat, doub- 
liag up on every acre put in; for wheat is a 
stfe crop. even sown as late as the 10th of 
June! Do nt hesitate either, to plant corn 
all through the next week, provided you 
here a warm, dry piece of bigh land upon 
which to plant it. It will come on rapidly 
and a good yield will bé sure to be harvest- 
ed. Double up on the corn telds whenever it 
is possible for youto give the crop a fair 
chance. AFTER THESE PUT IN. THE ROOTS. 
Sow sugar beets, mangolds and ruta bagas 
all through the coming month—even up to 
the 10th of July or later. They will be just 
what is wanted for your milch cows, mat- 
ton sheep, horses and fattening hogs next 
fill and winter. They are cheaply grown, 
the best provender and accompaniment of 
dry forage ever fed out, and if we would 
succeed as “high farmers” we must get 
upon a good root basis, and not only put 
roots in our crop rotation, but into all our 
farm animals. Sugar beets and mangolds 
may be grown successfully on old ground, 
and, wherever you have a good chance for 
them, boUsL= UP ON THE ROOT CROPS 
THIS SEASON! 

The prospect; of the season are full of 
promise—grass was seldom known to be 
better at this period; the fruit trees have 
blossomed abundantly ; the area of all farm 
crops is larger than ever befvre known in 
the State; the feedis superior and cheese 
factories are doing splendidly; farm labor 
is plenty, and the coming crops can be tak- 
en care of and harvested more cheaply than 
ever.

A Visit te Togus Farm, 


All our readers are probably acquainted 
with the fact that the Eastern Branch of the 
National Home for Disabled Soldiers is lo- 
cated at Togus, near this city. It was es- 
tablished in 1866, the Government having 
purchased the estate of the late Horace 
Beales for that purpose. A year or two af- 
ter its establishment nearly all the buildings 
were destroyed by fire, so that the fine and 
comnrodous buildings now forming the va- 
rious departments of the Home, have all 
been erected expressly for the uses of the 
benevolent institution which Government ia 
so liberal in maintaining, and which confers 
so many benefits upon those soldiers who 
periled their lives in the defence of that 
country who now givesthem ahome. Four 
large brick buildings, each 100 by 50 feet, 
used as barracks, are so situated that they 
form a hollow square in the centre of which 
ia a green or court, affording a cool breath- 
ing space, and allowing a free entrance of 
air and light to all the buildings. Near the 
centre building and on the west side, is the 
shee factory, and south of this on one of 
the main avenues the new hospital—a build- 
of fine architectural proportions, and ad- 
mirably serving its purpose; the hospital 





“having until last year occupied the upper 


portion of the south barracks. Near the 
hospital, workmen are now engaged in erect- 
ing a dwelling which is to be the home of 
the resideuat surgeon. The Amusement 
Hall, built in 1871, and containing in the 
basement billiard rooms, etc., and on the 
main floor a hall for dramatic entertain- 
ments, concerts, lectures, etc., is situated at 
the northwest of the main building, and is 
the first public building reached on driving 
to the ome over the road from this city. 
To the north and west of this is the Gover- 
nor’a residence, the grounds of which afford 
one of the best examples of ornamental 
planting to be found in the state. South of 
the hospital is the residence of the head 
farmer, and still beyond these the stables, 
barns and farm buildings—aside from the 
sheep barn, which is situated at a remote 
corner of the farm, The cattle barn is one 
of the best in the state, being built of brick 
with a cellar under the whole; and the 
stables are convenient and well arranged. 
There are neatly four miles of roads and 
drives upon the tarm. most of -which are ip 
excellent condition, and much of which are 
lined with beautiful shade trees,—elms, ma- 
ples, larch, etc. A considerable amount of 
concrete sidewalk also extends between the 
different buildings and the various points of 
interest upon the grounds, rendering it easy 
walking. 

During the past year the average number 
of inmates at the Home was something over 
seven hundred—over eight hundred and 
fifty having been present during the year— 
the average cost of maintaining which, in- 
cluding clothing was ¢163.73. Religious 
services are held every Sabbath; and during 
the winter occasional concerts, lectures and 
dramatic entertainments are given for the 
improvement and amusement of the inmates. 
Connected with the Home is a library of over 
four thousand volumes, and a reading room 
supplied with one hundred and fifty papers 
and periodicals. All these tend to make 
the inmates contented and happy, while at 
the same time they contribute to their moral 
and (ntellectual welfare and advancement.

gravelly land, in some places quite narrow, 
in others wider, and comprising in all about 
one hundred acres, and forming all the til- 
lage land upon the farm,—the remainder 
being pasture, woodland, and that usually 
called waste land. The crops produced last 
year were two hundred and fifty tons of 
hay, five hundred and fifty bushels of oats, 
four hundred bushels of roots (chiefly man- 
gold beets,) twenty-three hundred bushels 
of potatoes, eleven tons of cabbages and 
thirty bashels of beans. 

Ever since the present efficient and popu- 
lar Governor of the Home assumed its man- 
agement,—now a period of nearly ten years 
—it has been constantly gaining a high rep- 
utation as a farming and breediag establish- 
ment whose operations have always been 
carried on with great economy and system ; 
and the mention which has from time to 
time been made in our columns of its noted 
animals, and results of recofiis and experi- 
ments, have kept our readers well informed 
of what has there been carried out for the 
improvement of our agriculture, and the 
advancement of good breeding in our State. 
These efforts and experiments have been 
performed, not because Togus Home was a 
great National establishment with abundant 
backers— but because the direotor of Its 
management was a practical farmer and en- 
gineer, a lover of choice stosk and good re- 
sults of labor, and a methodical and syste- 
matic business man—and because he knew 
that there was a profit in good stock and in 
skillful husbandry, which would accrue di- 
rectly to the institution of which he had 
charge. In the furtherance of this idea dif- 
ferent breeds of animals have been kept. 
and their capacity and usefulness studied; 
and different crops have been grown having 
direct reference to the characteristics of the 
soil and the wants of the institution. Thus 
the Shorthorns, Devons, Jerseys and Hol- 
steins have been successively tried, together 
with different breeds of swine and other 
strains of domestic animals. In some di- 
rections Gen. Tilton has had a particular 
fancy for experimental effort in breeding or 
farming, outstie of the regular course of 
labor on the farm, and for the carrying out 
of these ideas he has had good opportu- 
nities—always making them a personal and 
distinct matter aside from the business of 
the Home—and these efforts huve been 
watched with great interest by intelligent 
farmers all over the State :—for their results 
are sure to be of general benefit, whether 
they lead in a direction to be followed or 
avoided. 

What may appear somewhat singular to 
many who remember the large and famous 
herd of Jerseys which only a few years ago 
graced the yards of Togus farm, we found, 
on a late visit, only a single Jersey cow in 
the stables—but herself one of the best 
types of the breed,—Honey, 1758, A. J. C. 
C., bred by Mr. Francis B. Hayes of Lex- 
ington, Mass. The animals have been dis- 
posed of, as we judge, because after satis- 
factory trial they were not found adapted to 
the place in which they were pat, or for the 
wants of the institution’ Honey is retained 
asthe pet ‘family cow” of the establish- 
meut—because she gives milk of the richest 
quality and will produce a pound and a 
half of butter perday. Holstcins now take 
the leading place in the Togus herd, eight 
thoroughbred animals being kept—six cows 
and two bulls—while of full bloods and 
grades there are something over twenty. 
And a goodly sight these eighteen Holstein 
cows were, tied up in their neat and well 
kept quarters, on the day of our visit— 
large, symmetrical, with capacious udders, 
the pure white and jet black of their color 
forming a handsome contrast. They are 
large feeders, but an average yield of 4500 
pounds of milk per year to a cow, and from 
that up to 6,000 demands generous feed, and 
in such an institution as Togus Home, pays 
for it, too. Two fine Holstein bulls lead 
the herd, and the celebrated cow Itzehoe 
(13, H. H. R.) bred in East Friesland and 
imported by Gen. Tilton in 1871, who will 
give 7,000 pounds of milk per year, stil! 
stands at the head of the long line of good, 
deep milking cows. 


The sheep and lambs, of which Togus 
farm has a flock of seventy-five all pure 
blood Cotswolds were looking in remarka- 
bly good condition—the lambs especially 
80,—being compact, uniform and strong. 
Here are seen the results of good feeding 
and good care, for such lambs as are here 
found cannot be expected where the dams 
are not well fed, or are allowed to shift for 
themselves during the precarious season of 
spring time, and when changing from hay 
to grass. The lambs are dropped from the 
lst of February to the 12th of April. Dur- 
ing the winter sheep are fed oats and roote, 
alternately, am average of a pint of oats, 
and a quart of mangolds per day being giv- 
en, with good hay. The sheep average sev- 
en pounds of wool per head, and the foun- 
dation of the flock was laid in choice ani- 
mals bred by M. H. Uochrane of Compton. 
Canada, Francis Dane of Hamilton, Mass., 
and other well known breeders, 

The only breed of swine now kept are the 
Berkshires—the Chesters, Suffolks, Poland 
Chinas and other breeds having been tried 
and discarded. The herd comprises about 
seventy animals, all full bloods and all bred 
with the greatest care. A close inspection 
of the pens will show tew ordinary animals 
—indeed we did net see from a careful look 
at every indiyidual of different ages, hardly 
one but what came well up to the highest 
standard set for this popular breed. Gen. 
Tilton is assured that fur the food consumed 
the Berkshires will yield the largest amount 
of pork of any breed with which he hae 
had experience, and this being the ease there 
can be no possible advantage In changing.

though this portrait gives a faithful represen- 
tation of the graceful outline of Constella- 
tion, it falls to convey the beauty, spirit, 
and intelligence which the original embod- 
jes, and which are sufficient guaranty of his 
high character and superior qualities asa 
getter of choice stock. Ina pasture near 
the stables were several choice breeding 
mares, with foal or in foal to Constellation, 
owned by different parties. 

The system of farming carried on at To- 
gus is such as will have a direct relation to 
the wants and purposes of the institution. 
The hay is consumed upon the farm, and 
this in turn gives milk, beef and manure— 
some two hundred cords of dressing being 
manufactured yearly and applied to the 
farm, either to potatoes and other cultivated 
crops, or as atop dressing to the mowing 
fields. When so applied it is used immed- 
lately after haying at the rate of about fiye 
cords tothe acre. As augmentors of the 
manure heap, the muck used as an absorb- 
ent and the use of soap maker’s waste are 
not to be overlooked. Over two hundred 
acres are in grass this year; and the other 
leading crops are twenty acres of potatoes, 
four acres in beets and ruta bagas, and two 
acres in cabbages. A large vegetable gar- 
den and haif an acre of strawberries are 
among the *‘side issues” of this large farm. 
The reclaiming of the basin land or meadow 
in the immediate vicinity of the buildings, 
has been a serious and somewhat perplex- 
ing problem to solve, and the results have 
not always been satisfactory. Latterly it 
has been Gen. Tilton’s plan to plant early 
potatoes, and.as soon as they are harvested 
in fall to immediately plow and seed to 
grass. On much of this meadow last year, 
four hundred bushels of potatoes per acre 
were harvested, and a five acre lot seeded 
last September after potatoes, now gives 
abundant promise of a very heavy crop of 
hay, and much hope that this plan of culti- 
vation and seeding to grass may do well 
upon this muck bottom. This plan will 
certainly be watched with interest, and the 
results will be of value to all farmers. 

The details of this great establishment— 


tions are but a very small part—are all un- 
der the direct oversight of Gen. W. S. Til- 
ton who for nearly ten years has occupied 
the position of Governor, and who has dis- 
charged his often trying and always ardu- 
ous duties to the complete satisfaction of the 
National Board of Managers, and te the 
equal acceptance of all those connected, or 
more closely associated with the Home. It 
is no easy matter to keep eight hundred 
men in good discipline, to understand each 
one’s case, and to adopt a line of policy in 
their management that shall be uniform, 
gentle and satisfactory—but this Gen. Til- 
ton has succeeded in doing to a remarkable 
degree; in fact, the institution is under so 
perfect a system that it may be said to run 
itself. The management of the Home is 
an easy matter to a mind so well dis- 
ciplined, and so capable of keeping others 
about him in good discipline, as is that 
of Gen. Tilton’s. In the heart of every 
inmate at Togus Home, and in the mind of 
every intelligent farmer and stock breeder 
in Maine he will ever be known as an un- 
selfish friend and public benefactor.

Seme Varieties of Merit. 

As the straw season epprecsies, 
many persons are nning wonder 
what will be the results of last year’s ex- 
periments. The lastone was a season of 
such unusual prominence, and revealed to 
lovers of this fruit so’ many glad surprises, 
that if mo. advancement hereafter is made, 
then we shall still feel that we haye no just 
cause to complain of the present occupants 
of our gardens. Berries that measure all 


the way from five up to eleven inches in 
cireumference are 


ge to satisfy the ws f° 
but ifother varieties during this coming 
season shall exceed 


these measurements, 
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our farms claim our greatest and contin- 
ued attention. The second matter in im- 

ce is, what kind of machines or ani- 
mals shall we keep to manufacture our for- 
age into money and fertilizing matter to 
apply again to the farm? Were I situated 
on the fertile prairies of Illinois where both 
rass and n can be raised in abundance 
and where but little exercise (on the part of 
the animals) is required to procure them, 
then I would select the Holstein or the lar- 
gest animals possible, both for their milk 
and beef combined. But were I situated 
on the rich grazing lands of Kentucky and 
Missouri then I would select the Shorthorn 
and produce beef exclusively. Or did I de- 
sire to run a butter dairy I would certainly 
introduce the Jersey. But were I situated 
on the bleak hilly farms of Maine, with 
their scanty pastures (as Iam) where our 
beef and dairy products must be produced 
on hay and grass alone, and that requiring 
considerable travel in summer and the ex- 
posure (more or less) to the cold atmosphere 
of our climate in winter, then I would by 
all means select the Devon. 

I shall admit the natural law that the dif- 
ferent breeds of cattle will consume food in 
proportion to their weight, condition, exer- 
cise, &c.; and also that other law; that the 
larger the breed, the richer the food should 
be, with the less effort to obtain it—as for 
example, that two oxen weighing one thous- 
and pounds each, will gain faster in a short 
pasture, than one ox weighing two thousand 
pounds. If we turn our attention to Nature 
whose laws only, we shall be successful in 
following, we shall always find her animals 
fitted to their surroundings, the largest on 
the rich low lands, where but little exercise 
is required to obtain their food, growing 
smaller as you ascend through dryer and 
more scanty pasturage and a cooler atmos- 
phere. 

It may be for the interests of the rich in- 
tervale farmer of Maine to keep the Short- 
horn cattle, while his.neighbor owning high- 
er end more hilly lands will find it more 
profitable to keep the Devon, while still the 
third who has the knowledge and taste for 
making nice butter may find it more profit- 
able to keep the Jersey. Maine should cer- 
tainly produce her own beefsteak as well as 
her *‘gilt ed” butter ; and the permanent- 
ly successful farmer, must always have a 
good team to renovate and preserve the fer- 
tWity of his land, without which, his crops, 
his steak, his “gilt edged” butter, his 
purse, bis farm, and of course his country 
are alike ruined. 

Liebig has told us, and some of us have 
proved it, that the plow could be made a 
substitute for commercial fertilizers (to a 
certain extent) by unlocking the dormant 
elements of the soil to the roots of plants. 
Hence by keeping'the strong ox team we 
can first save millions of dollars paid out by 
our State every year, wecan inthe most 

ent and economical way improve 
our fatms while we keep them, and when 
ripe for the shambles, they often pay for all 
the food consumed and leave a 
margin of profit. ‘The one or the two horse 
farmer may appear to succeed for a time, 
but unless he be an exceptionally smart 
man, in afew years he will find his lands 
run out, his crops fail, his horses become 


my Opinion the greatest leak in the icul- 
ture of Maine is in the vast AAS. for- 
age thrown away 4 giving it to worthless 
horses and coits. I firmly believe that were 
this vast amount of food applied to the 
production of beef, butter, mutton and 
wool, that not one pound of these com- 
modities would have to be imported from 
abroad. 

If our cause is to be advanced, our skir- 
mishers must be Supported; and I believe 
Col. Tinkham can support his statement, 
that the Jersey cattle have injured the State 
of Maine one hundred thousand dollars—not 
that the fault is in the cattle. but because 
they have been introduced where they do 
not belong. For should they become gen- 
erally adopted on the farmes in Maine they 
would soon be defined as is is said Webster 
defined the weed, viz: ‘‘a plant out of 

ace.” It is gratifying to know that the 

umbermen of northern Maine are using 
more oxen in their business than five years 
ago, and when the farmers of Maine awake 
to their true interest, more oxen and less 
horses will be used. . Lf this view be correct

At times it seems strange even to ourselves, 
to talk of strawberries having a circumfer- 
ence of equal dimensions with many of the 
early red harvest apples, as they afford a 
contrast indeed to the numerous smaller 
kinds to which we had so long been accus- 
tomed. Even larger berries may yet make 
their appearance next year, and after the 
fruiting season is past I may possibly re- 
port the results of the experiments that are 
now being put into operation. Of last 
year’s berries. 

The PIONEER, or as it is sometimes call- 
en, “King of the North,” is a variety that 
is well worthy of a further description than 
has as yet been given it. It combines a 
number of qualities that will cause it to 
take a prominent place in the list of larger 
strawberries. It has two good qualities in 
particular besides its very large size, that 
render it particularly noticable, that of 
very early ripening aud of great hardiness 
of plants. There are numbers of smaller 
varieties that ripen equally as early, but 
few of the size of this berry, while the foli- 
age of the plants even during the severest 
winters, receives scarcely any perceptible 
injury. The berries are of a bright and at- 
tractive color. 

PRESIDENT LINCOLN. This though pos- 
sessing qualities very similar to the preced- 
ing, is yet entirely distinct in the appear- 
ance of the fruit.

Cin- 
derella, Essex Beauty, Forest Rose, and 
Russell's Advance are other early varieties 
of prominence, while the popular Great 
American, Centennial Favorite, Sterling and 
Continental coming later assist very agree- 
ably in prolonging the strawberry season. 
There are many~other kinds upon my 
grounds that are well worthy of méntion, 
and possibly I may describe them at some 
fature time. 

The cultivation of the strawberry can eas- 
fly be practiced by nearly all, and there are 
no lal mysteries to overcome in the ob- 
tainiag of large berries if suitable varieties 
are selected. _Howeyer I might say here 
that it is the custom In wing these extra 
sized varieties, to keep the runners well cut 
off from the plants, that all the strength of 
the bushes may go to the production of the 
fruit. Plant out in Aprilor early in May, 
twelve or fifteen inches apart, in rows two 
or three feet distant from each ether, and it 
will not be long Before they will reveal

Colt Stakes at the Maine State Fair. 


It is an encouraging sign of the times to 
see the old society waking up to the impor- 
tance of putting some of their money where 
it will do the most good. Colt stakes have 
been opened for several years in Kentucky 
and New York, and have proved of 
great advantage in developing the interest 
of horse b ers. These little races give 
buyers an insight into the merits of the dif- 
ferent families of trotters, as well as of in- 
dividual sires. 

The idea that a horse must be aged before 
he is fit for use, belong to the past. The 
National Association of trotting horse breed- 
ers have just closed their stakes, opened 
this year, with more than one hundred en- 
tries.

The Western Tornadoes. 


Nearly every week, telegraphic dispatches 
from points in the west or southwest, bring 
intelligence of fearful meteorological dis- 
turbances, resulting in great loss of proper- 
ty and more or less destruction of human 
life. Sometimes the same tornado will 
traverse a large extent of territory, destroy- 
ing everything in its pathway, and accounts 
which come from places situated remotely 
from each other, refer to the same tempest. 
Sometimes the tornado will rage furiously 
for only a few moments, seeming to exhaust 
its power by its fearful violence, and again 
it will gather strength and increase in pow- 
er as it travels until its force is broken by 
contact with a mountain barrier. 

On Thursday night of last week a rain- 
storm set in at Madison, Wisconsin, accom- 
panied by a high wind, and along with the 
rain which ‘came down in torrents, were 
large hail stones, sticks and twigs of various 
sizes, and strips of board. ‘The storm came 
from the direction of Mineral Point, situat- 
ed southwest of Madison, and the damage 
which it caused was immense. A large 
number of houses, barns and other build- 
ings were leveled to the ground, fences 
were torn down, and large forest trees were 
either blown up by the roots or twisted off 
and borne aloft on the wings of the tem- 
pest. Worse than all, the ,loss of life was 
great. The following particulars given in 
Friday morning’s dispatches will give some 
idea of the force and destructive power of 
this tornado between Mineral Point and 
Madison : 

“It first struck the lead-smelting furnace 
of James Spencer, tearing it almost to ruins. 
It next carried off the house of John Cole- 
man, badly injuring Mr. Coleman, his two 
daughters and Tip Allen, who were in the 
house at the time. It then struck the resi- 
dence ot John acpeney carrying the house 
from its foun n and in another instant 
shattering it to splinters. Spensely’s barn 
was taken up and carried off, and a horse 
barn was carried away with it, and 
neither horse nor barn nor any portion of 
them have been found. Friends of Spense- 
Dubuque, some of whom were in 

e house at the time the tornado struck it, 
escaped by taking refuge in the cellar, but 
Mrs. Wolter, mother of John Wolter, and 
Mrs. Spensely were carried off with the 
house. The house of Mr. Lafard was next 
uplifted from its foundations in an instant 
and shivered to atoms, carrying with 
it Mrs. Lafard, whose body was found 
about 100 distant, mangled in a 
fearful manner.

Gillmann fs from $15,000 to $20,000. The 
houses and summer garden of John Jenck, 
situated opposite the brewery building, were 
destroyed, and Mrs. and Miss Jenck killed. 
Mr. Bohan’s family, who lived a short dis- 
tance from the ens, were seriously in- 
jured, and Mrs. Bohan died about midnight. 
‘The house of Martin O’Dowd was reduced 
to rains. Mr. Beardsley’s house and barn 
were carried seven or eight rods from their 
foundations. William Lockling’s house was 
taken, and nothing was left but a few pieces 
of furniture. The school-house, about two 
and a half miles east of the city, was car- 
ried off, with the teachers and scholars. 
Two of the scholars, a brother and sister, 
were killed, and the teacher was slightly 
injured. The teacher, while holding one of 


the smaller scholars in her arms,was thrown 
several rods. Most of the children were 
unhurt. 


Before reaching Madison, the tornado 
seemed to rise from the ground and after 
having passed on a few miles to the north- 
west, it struck the earth again at Port At- 
kins. Its force was not only unabated but 
increased in violence, breaking down every 
thing before it. Graphic descriptions are 
given of the terrible effect of the tornado. 
Teams and wagons are reported to have 
been taken from roads and carried in the 
air and dashed to the ground. At Dr. Geo. 
Fox’s, near Oregon, two valuable horses in 
pasture were taken up 100 feet in the air, 
carried 50 rods and dashed to the earth, kill- 
ing them instantly. The path of destruc- 
tion left by the tornado, is about half a mile 
wide and is covered witn the debris of trees, 
fences, and buildings. It extended for many 
miles, a part of the time being above the 
earth, and of course while there doing no 
damage, but when striking the earth, mow- 
ing down everything before it. It struck a 
settlement three miles from Barrington, a 
Chicago suburb, and desolated the country 
fora distance of nearly two miles. The 
tarm-house of William Brunes was demol- 
ished. Mrs. Brunes was instantly killed, 
and two young children carried through the 
air by the whirlwind and hurled dead to the 
ground 20 rods away. A laborer was lifted 
from his feet, jand on striking the earth 
again, his legs were broken. 

A cyclone from a Greek word signifying 
a circle, is simply a whirlwind on a gigantic 
scale, and the term is very properly used to 
designate e rotary storm or a whirlwind of 
extended circuit. We have all seen the 
wind moving in a circle around its axis, 
having also a progressive motion, frequent- 
ly of sufficient force to raise bodies of two 
or three pounds weight, and bearing away 
a cloud of dust and leaves. Imagine the 
force of one of these little whirlwinds in- 
creased a thousand fold, and we can get 
some idea of the power of one of the tor-

Ear Russec_t. Lord John Rassell ex- 
Premier of England who is expected to die 
soon was born in London, Aug. 18, 1792, and 
is therefore nearly 86 years of age. In 1813 
he was elected to Parliament as a Whig for 
the family borough, Taverstock, and the 
Liverpool Castlereah ministry found in him 
an uncompromising opponent. At the close 
of 1819 he began his career as a parliamen- 
tary reformer, making annual motions on 
the subject. In 1828 he carried the repeal 
of the test and corporation acts through Par- 
liament, and in 1829 voted for the successful 
Catholic emancipation act. From 1830 to 
1841 he was a member of the English Uabi- 
net. For five years following he was the 
chief of the opposition and in 1846, on the 
breaking up of the Tory party, he became 
prime minister. In 1852 he was defeated on 
the militia question. and resigned ; but when 
the Aberdeen Ministry was formed he 
became secretary of state for foreiga affairs. 
which office he soon exchanged for that of 
lord president of the council. He left the 





Aberdeen Ministry in January, 1855, and | © 


soon after took the office of colonial secretary 
in Palmerston Ministry. After the death of 
Lord Palmerston in 1865, Earl Russell for 
the second time became prime minister, 
with Gladstone as chancelor of exchequers, 
but he resigned in 1866, and has been an 
unofficial supporter of liberal measures.
